TESTING Was JOINT RATE LAW. 


Jadge Fairall Intimates His Belief in the 
Constitationality of the Law. 

Iowa Crty, Iowa, July 8.—The argument 
over Iowa’s joint rate law has been in prog- 
ress here for two days. in tne latter part of 
May the Burlington. Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern railroad Company sued out before Judge 
Fairall of this city an injunction restraining 
the Railroad Commissieners trom promulgat- 
ing the schedule of joint rates then 
about to be published, alleging 
in its bill thatthe act of the last session 
known as the Joint Rate law was unconstitu- 
tional. Attorney-General Stone promptiy 
filed a motion to dissolve this injunction and 
the hearing was set for Monday. At the 
close of the argument today Judge Fair- 
ali stated that in his view the decis- 
ion must depend upon questions 
as to whether sufficient machinery was pro- 
vided by the Joint Rate act to provide for 
sure payment to the carrier of its share of 
the compensation allowed for the joint haul. 
It was understood. by those present in the 
court-room from these remarks of the Judge 
that he was convinced of the correctness and 
‘constitutionality of the principles of regula- 
tion contained in the statutes. The Judge 
took the case under advisement.

Communication with the Stricken City Cat 
Of—A Hotel on Lake Champlain Dam- 
aged by a Terrific Wind-Storm — A 
Heavy Rain at Cheboygan, Mich., 
Leaves the City Partially Under Water 
—Losses at Various Points. 

PLATTSBURG, . July 8.— [Special. —A 
territic wind-storm passed over this city this 


| afternoon. Several lives were lost, and an 


immense amount of damage was done in a 
short time. The day was intensely hot, and 
about 4 o’clock the atmospheric change came. 
Suddenly the sky was overcast and a regular 
tornado followed. Huge trees were snapped 
off and uprootea, houses were unroofed and 
shattered, and the wildest excitement fol- 
lowed. There was no t:me to seek shelter. 

The debris covered the streets and several 
persons were killed while others were 
drowned. 

New York, July 8.—[Special.]}—All com- 
munication with Plattsburg is cut off and it 
is impossible to get the details of the disaster 
at that place. 

Saratoga, N. V., July 8.—Reports were re- 
ceived here tonight that the Bluff Point Ho-

AN ELECTRIC RAILROAD COMBINATION. 


Westinghouse and Pullman Said te Be 
Joining Forces. 

Pirrssure, Pa, July 8.—[Special.]—The 
Westinghouse Electric company, with a 
capital of $5,000,000, today passed into the 
control of the Westinghouse Electric & 
Manufacturing Co., a new concern whose 
personnel and organization are practically 
the same as the old. By a vote of the stock- 
holders, the stock was immediately doubied 
to $14,000,000. Holders of the old stock are 
privileged to the new in amounts equal 
to one-half their present holdings at $40 per 
share. The par value is $50. George West- 
inghouse Jr., President of the new com- 
pany, has agreed to take $1,250,000 worth of 
the new issue, While there was nothing 
- given out officially as «(to the 
specific intent of the increase 
in capital stock, it has come to be generally 
accepted that it is for the purpose of effect- 
ing an electric railway combination with 
George M. Pullman. The latter is to make 
the cars and Westinghouse the motors. It 
is said that Mr. Pullman will take a big block 
of the new issue of Westinghouse stock. 

Mr. Westinghouse stated tonight that his 
compiny was considering a proposition from 
Mr. Pullman to erect a joint plant near Chi- 
cago for the construction of cars and motors. 
It was hoped to enlist Chicago capital in the 
enterprise and if this were accomplished the 
arrangement . proposed would be effected 
with Mr. Pullman. 


TO GOBBLE AMERICAN ENTERPRISES. 


South Chicago to a point of intersection with 
the Wisconsin Central tracks.

Mr. Holmes was not averse to forming an 
alliance with such a powerful corporation as 
the Balumore and Ohio road. Whatever the 
agreement was must remain a secret for the 
present, but certain it is that the big railroad 
will use its valuable right of way for the 
distance of neariy four miles to its own 
profit without selling it to an ambitious ele- 
vated railroad enterprise. 

The story of how the deal leaked out is 
interesting. A dozen real estate men 
have been extremely anxious to 
know what the Baitimore and Ohio road was 
going to do. If the right of way was 
abandoned it.made a difference in the price 
ok land. Diligent inquiry was being made by 
interested parties. It remained for one little 


real estate man to get on the inside of the 


deal. The office boy knew of the transaction, 
and thus it became common property. With 
this right of way, the alley L“ road may 
use a surface terminal for the distance of 
nearly four miles before reaching South 
Chicago.

FLOODS AT CHEBOYGAN, 


The Michigan City Visited by a Violent Rain- 
Storm. 

CHeBorean, Mich., July 8&—[Special. |— 
The wildest storm that ever visited this por- 
tion of the State struck this city about 10 
o’clock last night, lasting until 3 this morn- 
ing. The wind came from southwest with 
terrible fury, and the heavens were aglow 
with _ lightning. The rain poured 
down in such volumes for five 
hours that bridges, sajdewalks, fences, 
trees, crops, and everything that 
could be dislodged was sweptaway. The 
Michigan Central track within the corpora- 
tion was over two feet under water at day- 
break and the lowlands presented a sorry 
aspect. Ia some localities people waded 
waist deep almost to reach their barns, and 
some even constructed rafte to reach terra 
firma. 

On some of the principal streets where 
sewers had been laid the earth had settied 
so that travel on them was almost aban- 
doned. Tne water in Smith’s Creek near 
here, which was almost dried up the day be- 
fore, overflowed its banks, and Smith’s 
Grove was four feet under water, and ail 
the adjoining lands to the lake were flooded. 

People six miles from the interior were 
eight and ten hours reaching the city today. 
Bridges were swept away and the roads 
made impassable. A sailboat moored near 
the bridge broke loose, was driven out into 
Lake Huron, and lost. No lake disasters 
have yet been heard of. 


THE DAMAGE AT FARGO, 


Losses Sustained by the Tornade of Tues- 


| day—The Killed. 


Fanoo, N. D., July 8.—It is almost impossi- 
ble to give an accurate list of the damage. 
Estimates range from $75,000 to $100,000, 
As the reports come in from the 
country these figures are likely 
to be increased. The Northern 
Pacific repair and machine shops were dam- 
aged $20,000 worth; the freight depots of the 
Great Northern and Milwaukee roads were 
demolished. Plymouth Congregational Church 
was scattered to the four winds, but 
the loss is covered by tornado insurance. 
The First Congregational Church is a wreck 
and twistea out of shave. The Episcopal 
church is damaged to the extent of $30,000. 
Reports from north, south, and west of Fargo 
indicate considerable destruction, with no 
loss of life. Mapleton and Bower City lost 
many roofs ' business fronts, while 
almost every farm in tne line of 
the storm sustained damages to buildings 
and crops. Moorhead and Glyndon, Minn., 
were each in line of the tornado. At the 
former place the Manitoba round-house and 
foundry are badly damaged and partly swept 
away. The Grand Pacific and Jay Cooke 
Hotels areslightly damaged. At Tenney, the 


Bur.ineton, Vt., July 8—The storm which 
occurred here this afternoon was the worst 
known for years and several private yachts 
had narrow escapés from sinking. The 
steamers Vermont and Chateau were both 
late at this port and fears were entertained 
for their safety, but both arrived safe. Word 
has been received here that the steam tug 
lattie Nellie, Capt. Clarke, of Wilisboro, 
foundered off Rouse’s Point at the beginning 
of the storm and sank, with Capt. Clarke, 
his son, end the engineer, a resident of 
Rouse’s Point, name unknown, on board.

STORMS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


Lightning Plays Havoc with the Wires at 
Meadville. 

PittspurG, Pa. July 8.—A storm broke 
over Mead ville at 7:30 this evening, and light- 
ning played havoc with electric and 
telegraph wires, completely wrecking the 
postal service. Trees were blown down in 
all directions, and the roads were blocked 
everywhere. The damage in the country 
must have been very great, but, as 
in the Ohio districts, it is impos- 
sible to ascertain the loss tonight. 
At midnight tne storm reached this city, but 
with the exception of a vivid lightning dis- 
play no other effects were manifest. At 
Erie about 8 o’clock William Smith was 
killed and his sister stunned by a flash of 
lightning that also badly wrecked the house.

The Chicago end has 
has been managed by F. S. Winston ana 
Charles Henrotin, the latter taking charge of 
the underwriting. Heretains a large por- 
tion of the underwriting for himself and E. 
S. Drever & Co., and placed a block of it 
among business acquaintances. This is all 
preliminary to the securities being 
offered to the public simultaneously in 
Boston, New York, London, and Chicago. 
The securities will be listed on the exchanges 
at those places. They have been well re- 
ceived in the East. The Chicago market is 
limited and is not expected to take as many 
as in the East and in London, but Chicago 
has already secured a large interest in the 
business. A number of people who nad 
stock in the old company and sold it to the 
new company have taken new securities in 
payment, or will take them. 

It is not decided who will be the officers 
of the new company. It was supposed that 
Mr. Depew would take the Presidency, but 
it is now thought that he cannot be inducea 
to do it for the same reason that he refused 
to accept the Presidency ef the World's Fair.

HE WAS DRIVEN MAD BY DR. 


Harry Shiriand, a California Lawyer, Tries 
to Kill Rimself—He Is Locked Up. 

Harry Shiriand, a California lawver, while 
suffering from insanity, jumped from the 
second-story window of the house at which he 
was stopping, struck against the iron sup- 
ports ofa store sign, landed right side up on 
the sidewalk, ana then made for the river, 
intending to jump in. 

Shirland came here a short time ago from 
California, where he is well known and 
where he had a large practice at one time. 
Heavy drinking brought him down, 
and he gave up his profession 
at the age of 40. He then came here, keep- 
ing up his old habit of drinking to excess. 
His dissipation brought on insanity. Two 
weeks ago he was stopping at the Metropol- 
itan Hotel, on South Clark street. His de- 
rangement induced him to indulge in some 
queer antics on the street and he was arrest- 
ed. The officers sent bim to the Detention 
Hospital for tne Insane, where he was kept 
for about a week. He grew rational and the 
physicians ordered his discharge. 

Shirland was quiet fora few days. At No. 
219 East Randolph street he rented a fur- 
nished room on the second floor. He soon 
commenced his old habits and his insanity 
returned. Night before last about 9 o’clock 
he was seated near a window cooling him- 
self. Suddenly he jumpea to his feet, made 
one bound out of the window, and fell on an 
iron projection that supports the sign of the 
store below. The blow bent the iron, but 
Shirland landed on his feet on the sidewalk 
and started on a rapid pace for tne river, 
crying: “ Now PU jump in.“ 

Officer Lewinsoha ran after him, catching 
him just as he reached the bridge. Shirland 
became rational again when taken back to 
his room and promised to bebave himself. 
During the night he became so violent that 
the boarders feared their lives were in dan- 
ger.

dard of Control. This board, in the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Chancellor, was a wise 
piece of legislation, and its success he at- 
tr: buted to the ability, energy, and devotion 
of John A. Hinsey and the Supreme Secre- 
tary, W. B. Kennedy. 

Expenses of Litigation. 

A question of great importance relative to 
this rank was submitted to the lodge for its 
„ ‘deration. Upon the adoption of the 
fourth-class system by the Supreme Lodge, 
to take the place of other ciasses, many 
of the members failed to transfer meir 
membership from their class to the fourth 
class. A few have died and their 
heirs have sought the courts to ob- 
tain the maximum amount specified in 
the certificate of the deceased. To 
resist th: se claims in the courts an expendi- 
ture of money was required. The first case 
of this kind decided since the creation of the 
Board of Control was that of Zavistowski of 
lulinois, commenced in the days of Howard 
Douglass. Full settlement for lawyers’ fees 
and other items was demanded in January, 
1890, the amount being $1,800. The Board of 
Control declined to pay this amount, taking 
the ground that was a claim for litiga- 
tion that should bave been provided ior 
by the Supreme Lodge prior to the eodow- 
ment rank coming under the management of 
the present Board of Control. All powers 
vested in the Supreme Chancellor were 
„transferred“ upon the creation of the 
Board of Control to it, and the Supreme 
Chancellor had no control over the board. 
But he ordered the Supreme Keeper of Rec- 
ords and Seals to draw a warrant for the 
amount, and he issued it under protest. 
There ‘were other cases cited, and th+re are 
other cases pending to which the attonuon 
of the lodge was called. and it is now a ques- 
ton for the Supreme Lo ige to decide whether, 
in the creation of the Board of Control 
of the endowment rank, the design was that 
said beard sbould fall heir to all actual and 
prospective liabilities as well as to actual 
and prospective revenue of said rank. Tne 
Supreme Chancellor paid a high tribute to 
the uniform rank under me command of 
Gen. James R. Carnahan. It bas shown a 
wonderful growth and too mucn praise could 
not be bestowed upon the order. Reterence 
was made to tne suspension of the Kokomo, 
Ind., division of the uniform rank for in- 
subordination and unbecoming conduct fol- 


lo ing the competitive prize drill at Cincin- 


nati two years ago. The division was re- 
quired to apologize to the judges, but refused 
to do sO and Was suspended. 

Condition of the Order. 

The report of the Supreme Keeper of Rec- 
orgs and Seals shows tne order to be iu a 
prosperous condition. The number of mem- 
bers Dec. 31. 1880. was 263.847 and the num- 
ber of subordinate lodges 3,724, being a net 
gain during the calendar year of 35,522 mem- 
bers and 431 lodges and a gain during the 
last two years of 54.8908 members and 709 
lodges. The aggregate amount iu the treasuries 


‘of the Grand Lodges was $115,952.08 ano in 


those of the subordinate lodges $1,755,203. 
The amount paid for relief during the year 
reached the magnificent total of $789,455.53 
and fur the two years $1,497,435. 66. 

The largest gain in membership has been 
in Onio, amounting to 5.582, and Indiana 
next, with 3,240 new members. South Caro- 
lina guve the largest percentage of net gains 
during the year 1889. being 47.97 per cent, 
with Colorado next, at 46.05 per cent. 

Indianapolis will make a strong effort to 
secure the next conclave.

Address of Welcome by Gov. Merrlam— The 
Proceed of the First Day's Session— 
Exhibitions of School Work—UCnique Ar- 
ticles Turned Oat by the Scholars—A 
Pieture Frame That Is Much Admired— 
The Educational Council Completes Its 
Business. 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., July 8.—[Special }—When 
Gov. Merriam of Minnesota stood on the 
bunting-draped platform erected outside of 
Rice Park to give the address of weicome 
to the National Educational Association this 
afternoon he spoke to thousands of people, 
packed from the grand stand clear back to 
the confines of the four streets that bounded 
the open space. He had the blue badge of 
the Minnesota delegation in his buttunhole 
and enthusiasm in his heart. It was an in- 
spiring and perspiring occasion. No ten 
halls in the ots could have neld the forest of 
umbrellas, each of which sheltered ten per- 
sons, even if they had been furled. The ca- 

ty of the Auditorium in Chicago would 
b&ve been strained. It is doubtful if more 
than a few thousand could hear the speeches, 
yet they applauded and sweiled the great 
recepuon that was given to the teachers of 
the Nation assembied.

Now, the value of this is that these chiidren 
can go into a machine-shop and make the 
working drawing of atool. And for discip- 
line they take care of themselves, and it 
helps them see results.

Talk with Gen. Martin of the Republican 
State Committee—Loeal Politics. 


Gen. James S. Martin of Salem, Chairman 
of the Republican State Central Committee, 
came to Chicago yesterday to look over the 
ground and give direcuons to Secretary 
Partridge as to the preliminary work of the 
campaigu. He expressed satisfaction with 
what has been done since the meeting of the 
committee in May. a 

“Since my last visit to Chicago, which was 
shortly after the Democratic State Conven- 
tion and before we had our convention,”’ 
said Gen. Martin, “there hus been consider- 
able change in the political outlook 
in the State. It is much more favorabie 
now; so much so the battle is virtually won. 
At first I was a little afraid the farmers’ or- 

anization would break u 

ut that matter has died out so completely 
that we do not have to take any notice of it. 
The farmers have gone home—that is, each 
to his party. 

“fhe compulsory education question, also, 
has been taken out of politics. If anything, 
the Republicans have the best of it. caine 
up through St. Clair County, where the Ger- 
mans gre thick, and I found they were well 
satisfied witb our attitude. The committee 
of the Lutherans wanted 18 to incorporate in 
our platform some resolutions which ney 
had tramed. I told them they would be 
satisfied, but we could not promise to adopt 
their resolutions. After the convention they 
said we had done more than they had asked. 
lthink it is fortunate we aid not foilow in tne 
footsteps of the Democrats, but adopted our 
own plank. 

1 find that Republicans in the southern 
part of the State are enthusiastic over our 
ticket. They think a ye deai of Amberg 
personally, and Edwards is known to be pop- 
ular, The nominawon of Wilson by the Dem- 
ocrate was not particularly good. He has no 
great political strength. 

“We are assisted much in my section of 
the State by the new tast-mail arrangement, 
by which Tugs TRIBUNE and other Chicago 
papers are delivered as early as the St. Louis 
papers. We now get all ine State news, 
which the St. Louis papers never guve fuily. 
Toat will heip us along in our campaign. We 
can get the farmers to club together and take 
THe TRIBUNE and keep posted aud vote in- 
telugently. 

“As to Palmer’s candidacy it is falling 
flat. The fact is he made tne. greatest cam- 
puigu of bis life two years ago. He can never 
again make as good a one. He bas played 
bis trump card. It was thought at firs: this 
thing of navmg the convention nominate the 
candidate for ine United States Senate wasa 
new idea and would become popular; but I see 
itis a failure. Pa.mer’s speech before the con- 
veution was a aisaypoimtment. Tune Demo- 
crats do notdeny that. Besides, Morrison, 
Biack, Sparks, and Stevenson do not like the 
idea of the Democracy pushing Paimer to 
the front all the time, as if there was no one 
else iu the party. 

“There is one thing I would like to say 
about Cook County. It is proper, of course, 
that in such u populous county the campaign 
should be left largely in the hands of loval 
committees. But 1 think there ought to de 
more coòperatii with the State committee. 
It may be true that in a large city a local 
cam paigu shovid be short, but I have an idea 
the State campaign should be commenced 
earlier, and thai your committee should not 
wait till after the county convention. 1 
would like to see a lucal committee codperate 
with the State committee and inaugurate the 
State campaign before the county officers 
are nominatea,”’ 

Geo. Walter C. Newberry is an avowed 
candidate for the Democratic Congressional 
nomination in the Fourth District.

Row on the West Side Over a Drinking~ 
Piace in a Residence District. 

The protest bf residents of Vernon avenue 
against “Jimmy D’App’s” road-bhouse on 
Thirty-tifth street bas given rise to a similar 
but less vigorous kick on the part of some 
West Side citizens. A week ago today a Ger- 
man farmer, who became tired of the coun- 
try, started a saloon at No. 1227 West Mad 
son street, just east of California avenue. 
He, of course, inaugurated his business with 
a “grand opening,’ during which deer 
tiowed and songs resounded to the strains of 
a cheap band, The next door east, 
No. 1225, 1s the headquarters of one 
the man branches of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. Whecher tne 
music of the band soothed the souls of the 
worshipers in the upper stories or added 
rhythm to the exercises of the gymnastic 
performers on the ground floor is not known, 
but certuin it is that tue Managers of we as- 
sociation and several of tne residents of the 
neighborhoed are indignant that a saloon 
should bave started there. Nearly opposite 
the saloon is a school-room which is a branch 
of the Caihoun Pubiic School and is used to 
accommodate the overfiow of that institution. 
Tbe compiaint is vigorously made that sa- 
loons should not be perm.tted to exist in ine 
immediate proximity of the association hail 
and the school, and that the effect cannot 
but be injurious and coniaminating to the 
chiidren. 

Toe manager of the T. M. C. A. hall was 
earnest u his opposiuon to the loca don of 
the saloon, and cousidered it something like 
monumental cheek on the part of any one to 
start such a demoralizing institution next 
door to them. He was egualiy surprised 
that the Mavor and city authorities snould 
grantalicense for the saloon, and looged 
upon their action in that respect as nothing 
less than outrageous aud @ public disgrace 
and evil. Wonder what kind of a man

The hot weather is the worst enemy the 
National Election bill has in the Senate. 
Senators are now thinking only of closing up 
pubho business and getting out of Washing- 
ton. They can pass the Tariff bill and be 
through by the tirst week in August, or they 
can pass the Election bill ana finish some 
time in October. Under the circumstances 
their personal feeling is towards an August 
adjournment. Nevertheless Senator Spooner, 
who returned today, says that the growth of 
sentiment in favor of the bill is qu.te 
marked. He has watched the measure 
carefully and will have a good deal 
to do in shaping its course. Senator Hoar, 
Chairman of the Committee on Pr'vileges 
ana Elections, returned this evening, and 
the conference of Republican Senators on 
the policy to be followed will not be long de- 
layed, 
It bas been found that the friends of the 
Tariff bili are now strong enough to have 
that measure taken up, und as it has been re- 
ported from the committee they will not con- 
sent that it shall give place to the Elec- 
on bill, which has not yet gone to 
committee, So the Tariff bill will cer- 
tainly go ahead of the Election Dill. 
Under these circumstances it will 
be possibie for the Democratic Senators by 
the usual parliamentary methods to keep the 
Elecuon bill from becoming a law until some 
time in October, which will make it inoperative 
at the Congressional elections this fall. In 
view of this some of the Republican Senators 
urge that the bill be definiteiy postponed 
until next December. Then if the elections 
in the South have deen reasonably fair it 
may pe dropped, but if the usual amount of 
bailot-box stuffing and bolldozing has been 
used it will be passed. This plan, however, 
so far has not commended itself to the ma- 
jority of the Senators. 


Tearing Down the Tracy Residence. 


One year ago Secretary of the avy Tracy 
was about to occupy nis residence on I str: et, 
opposite Farragut square, to which he had 
added another story. Today the mansion is 
in course of demolition and upon ine lot an- 
other bu Idi wl be erected. The peopis 
passing by the spot look at the biackened 
walls and tell over again the tragedy that 
occurred at the Secretary’s bouse which re- 
sulted in the death of Mrs. Travy and her 
youngest daughter and from which the Ses 
retary himself was rescued only through the 
superhuman efforts of tne firemen. 

‘the lottery question was not considered by 
the House Post-Offive Committee today be- 
cause there was no meeting of the commit- 
tee, If this Congress fails to pass a bill for 
tue suppression of lottery gambling the ro- 
sponsivility will de primarily upon Gen. 
Bingham, Chairman of that committee. The 
President is known to be in favor of such 
legislation. The Postmaster-General has 
earnestiy urged that the 9 law be 
amended so as to cure defects hat have par- 
alyzed the efforts of the Government to pre- 
vent tne use of the mails by the lottery com- 
panies and their customers, and it is certain 
that several of the strongest men on the 
Post-Office Committee, including Hopkins of 
Illinois, Candler of Massachusetts, Caldweil 
of Ono, Bioupt of Georgia, Hayes of Iowa, 
and Evans of Tennessee, are in tavor of tak- 
ing action upon one or more of the bills that 
were referred to the committee six months 
ago. Yet Chairman Bingham has shown no 
inclipation to have the subject considered, 
and the only reason he has ever given is 
that the attempt to legisiate against lotteries 
had failed in four previous ngresses. A 
special effort wil be made ov Hopkins and 
Caidweli to have the committee take up the 
question at tne regular meeting next Friday, 
if a quorum cau be gotten together. Possi- 
bly Gen. Bingham may not awake to his duty 
until the President sends a special message 
to Congress urging suitable legislauon. 


Want No Rebel Flag. 


The ex-Union soldiers of Northwestern 
Arkansas and the northeastern portion of 
Indian Territory have sent a memorial to 
Congress asking that body to immediately 
pass a law making it treason for any man, 
woman, or child to hoist or unfurl tne Rebel 
flag otherwise than to exhibit it as a trophy,” 
Senator Ingal’s, as President pro tem., laid the 
memorial before the Senate, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 


A Setback for the Rales Committee. 

The Committee on Rules, that is to say, 
Reed, Cannon, and McKinaley, have so far 
run the business of the House to suit their 
own views of the best policy, and they are 
likely to continue to dictate gener- 
ally what shall be the order of 
business, But today the committee 
received @ setback in the refusal of the 
House to adopt the program they had laid 
down for the remainderof the week. Mr. 
Cannon on behaif of the committee proposed 
that four days be devoted to the Original Pack- 
age bill and the Bankruptcy bill and Saturday 
to the private calendar. Chairman Payson 
of une Public Lands Committee insisted that 
the Land Grant Forfeiture bill, which was 
before the House yesterday, should firss be 
disposed of. The House refused to support 
Cannon’s proposition, but Payson did not get 
Lis bill up cause the Speaker gave the 
floor to Mr. Farquhar, who had charge of 
a conference report on a private claim. Then 
Farquhar was immediately knocked out by a 
motion from the Democratic side to adjourn. 
The Democrats have managed to cause most 
of the time of the House to be wasted ever 
since the sage of the Election bill, 
and they deciare they will continue to 
give all the trouble they can. There seems 
to be no national motive for this course. 
When asked for a reason they said: “ Well, 
the Republicans must do business in regular 
order, and they must have a quorum pres- 
ent.“ The Democrats have had a chance to 
amuse themselves a good deal in this puerile 
way for severai days because a large num- 
ber of members are absent from the city. 


That Behring Sea Sensation. 

The fuss about Behring Sea is due to the 
desire of the British Foreign Office to pla- 
cate the noisy Canadians. The sensation 
which was attemptea yesterday was miscal- 
cuiaved, because before Secretary Blaine left 
for Bar Harbor an understanding 
was reached which solved the prob- 
lem temporarily. Had it been otherwise 
the Secretary woula not have been away 
from Washington. There is reason for be- 
—— however, that the talk about the 
probability of hostilities and soon was al- 
lowed to leak out from the British 
Legation and for a purpose. Minister 
Pauncefote’s explanation was all rignt, 
but in the meantime the Canadian 
breast had been fired and her Majesty's lqyal 
subjects made to feel that Lord Salisbury 
was ever mindful of them in sending some 
British war vessels into the Pacific waters. 
The emergency having been tided over the 
negotiations will proceed and the seal poach- 
ers will have just as hard a ume as they have 
had in past seasons.

EVERY MAN’S HOUSE 16 HIS CASTLE. 


The Case of a Colored Man Who Defended 
His Right Is Discharged. 

The oid law that every man’s house is his 
castle“ received new exemplification in 
Judge Collins’ court yesterday, and the large 
class of policemen who are in the habit of 
disregarding it ana breaking into other peo- 
ple’s houses without any other warrant or 
authority than their stars and brass buttons 
were given a setback through two of tue ir 
representatives. The case on trial was that 
of Thomas bailey, a colored man, living at 
No. 66 Polk street, who was charged with 
assault with intent to kill on Officer John 
Mahoney. The latter and Officer Edward 
Burns, both of the Harrison Street Station, 
entered Bailey’s house the night of April 18, 
without a warrant, to arrest his niece, Lizzie 
Mason, who ran away from the Industrial 
School at Evanston a few days before. Bai- 
ley tried to protect his niece, and Burns 
knocked him down and Mahoney arrested 
him. It was then Bailey drew nis 1evolver 
and shot Mahoney in the jaw. Justice Brad- 
well held him over for attempt to kill and 
fined him $100 for disorderly conduct and $10 
for shooting within the city limits. It was 
shown On cross-€xamination that the officers 
were in citizen’s clothes and did not even tell 
him that they were officers. Bailey’s attor- 
hey soon convinced the jury that the defend- 
ant was in the right, and the court declared 
it was not a caseforconviction. Bailey, who 
draws a pension for wounds received in the 
Civil War, was discharged, but had to pay 
the $10 fine.

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AUG 1 THEY WILL BEGIN THEIR 


Boats to Be Tied to the Docks Until Non- 
Union Men Can Be Brought from Other 
Points to fall Them — Systematic 
Efforts to Obtain Recruits on the Sen- 
board—Unanimous Action of the Asso- 
ciation in Deciding te Resist the De- 
mands of the Union. | 

The struggle for supremacy between the 
Sailors’ Union and Chicago Vessel-Owners’ As- 
sociation will begin Aug.1. This was decided 
upon by the meeting of the association yester- 
day, which was attended by thirty members, 
owning some sixty sail vessels engaged in the 
lumber and Georgian Bay grain trade. The 
meeting lasted two hours, and was remarkably 
harmonious for a vesselman's gathering. 
Secretary Hoggie first read a communication 
from B. L. Pennington, Secretary of the Cleve. 
land Vessel-Owners’ Association, detailing the 
struggle between his association and striking 
seamen this season. Its shipping agent, he-saia, 


had been sent to Atlantic seaports for new men, | 


and had secured forty-five fremenand many 
more seamen for the members of the association. 
So successful had vesselmen been in the strike 
that there was now a full supply of men at Lake 
Erie ports, and none but transitory trouble was 


apprehended, ' 
There was much talk about the mistake Chi- 


cago vesselmen had made in not shipping their 
crews from the shipping office of the association: 
The sentiment was general that this ought to 
have been done. : 

Then a resolution binding every member of 
the association to ship his crews from the ship- 
ping office was unanimously adopted, 

Some divergence of views was found as to the 
time the resolution was to go into effect. Aug. 1 
was finally named as the date, 

Then a resolution was thatin case 
crews could not be obtained vesselmen should 
tie their boats to the docks until sailors were to 
be had at the shipping office. There was consid- 
erable squeaming done at this motion, but it was 
finally adopted unanimously. 

With the war declared the gathering began 
planning on means .o obtain non-union seamen. 
All the non-union men the shipping office had on 
its lists at the opening of navigation have been 
taken into the union, and a new supply must be 
obtained. It was decided to advertise in papers 
on the Atlantic coast for sailors in preference to 
sending the shipping master to New York. 

So far as che question of "Wages was touched 
upon by the speakers no protest was made 
against the union scale of $1.75 a day. In fact, 
some speakers favored . but the main question 
at issue was said to be the recent rule of the 
union that mates and cooks should belong to 
that organization. Owners believed their mates 
snould be free of union ties. The cooks could 
belong to what they saw fit. . 

The association wen instructed the Secretary 
to read the minutes of the meeting to the Vesse)- 
Owners’ Mutual Benefit Association, and request 
the codperation of owners represented in that 
association. 

The position of the union in demanding that 
mates of vessels should be ion men, which 
will cause rioting and turmoialong the docks 
the remainder of the season, does not seem to be 
well taken. It is virtually dictating to owners 
who shall be in charge of their property, and is a 
question in which no union can reasonably hope 
to win. If a compromise could be obtained with 
that point waived a long and desperate struggle 
could be averted, but it is thought nothing can 
now be done. The union is arrogant in its de- 
mands, and the vessselmen who have had these 
stuggles with that organization periodically, and 
have always won, are uot in a conciliateury mood 
now that they have decided to fight. 


The Deadlock in Grain Freights. 

The deadlock between shippers and vesselmen 
over Buffalo rates continued yesterday, and so 
far as known not a charter outside of line boats 
on through lake and rail rates was made. Ves- 
selmen held for 2% cents on corn and shippers 
offered 2 cents. The deadlock will end today, as 
there will be a fair-sized fleet ready to load, but 
which way will depend on the course of the corn 
market. Anelementof much strength to ves- 
seimen is a good inquiry for boats to load ore, 
and several steamers will go for ore rather than 
take 2 cents on corn. For Georgian Bay a fair 
inquiry existed at 1% cents on corn. Vesselmen 


began the week by asking 2 cents, but ey 


quickly gave over that point when corn so sharp- 
ly advanced Monday. 

The advanced New England grain rates have 
gone into effect, Cut nothing has been done at the 
advance. Shippers say they camnot pay it. It 
will be dificult for the New England lines to ob- 


tain 942 cents on corn while the Lehigh Valley is. 


making a rate of 8% cents. 

Coal and ore freiguts at Buffalo and Cleveland 
were quiet at unchanged rates. At Duluth tbe 
nominal rate on wheat to Buffalo was 2% cents. 


Vesselmen with the Board of Trade. 

In the war between the Board of Trade and the 
elevators vesselmen are on the side of the Board 
of Trade, and that strongly. Outside of all com- 
mercial questions the ownership of cash grain 
by the elevator people is the cause of grave com- 
piaint. It generally happens that only at two 
or three elevators is grain being sold at the same 
time. The result is a constant glut of boats at 
these houses waiting for loads, while all the other 
elevators are idle. 

In the old way ot doing business shippers were 
enabled to trade their grain, thereby bunching car- 
goes at particular elevators. Now this is mostiy 
stopped. Boats are 3 to go to each ele- 
vator where small lots of grain are stored, This 
loss of time to boats frequently is a serious mat 
ter. F 
Grain shippers, as a matter of course, are 
mainly with the Board of Trade. 


Around the Lakes. 

MACKINAW CITY, Mich., July 8.—This section 
was visited by a terrific weSterly gale, lasting 
from 10 o'clock until midnight last night. Rain 
iell in torrents and lightning flashed incessantly. 
A dock 400 feet in length belonging to an ice 
company was torn away and several other local 
mishaps occurred. It is feared that disasters 
must have occurred on the lake from the effects 
of the storm. 

Port HuRON, Mich., July 8—Thomas Brien 
and John O'Donnell were arrested by Sheriff 
Austin and taken off the barge L. W. Drake for 
causing the death of William O’ Donnell while in 
swimming at Parry Sound. Both men claim it 
was accidental. They are held in jail here await- 
ing the arrival of the Canadian authorities.

APPLETON’S FIGHT FOR A LICENSE. 


Hearing on His Application and the Prop- 
erty-Owners’ Plea Postponed. 

The application of ex-Alderman James T. 
Appleton for a mandamus on Mayor Cregier 
to grant a license for Appleton’s saloon at 
the corner of Vernon avenue and Thirty- 
fifth street will be heard by Judge Baker 
Saturday. The case was brought up by At- 
torneys Walker and Judd yesterday, but 
nothing was done except to grant permission 
to change the title of the suit to the People 
of the State of Illinois, ex rel. James T. 
Appleton, against DeWitt ©. Cregier.” It 
was originally filed as James T. Appleton 
against DeWitt C. Cregier.“ 

Judge McConnell also postponed until Sat- 
urday his decision in the application of Tour- 
tellctve and others to be made parties defend- 
ant to the suit. The main point was decidea 
against the vetiuoners Monday, but the 
question of whether me denial will be made 
an order in the 1 mandamus proceed- 
ing has yet to be decided and is of almost 
equal rmportance. If the oraer is entered as 
a portion of the original case they can appeal 
and keep the matter in the upper courts for 
a year or more until there is a change of ad- 
ministration. In case the petition is decided 
as an ulterior matter having no standing 
in court the petitioners have no rem- 
edy except a bill to enjoin the issuing of 
the license. Appleton’s friends do not think 
they willdo this. Oneof them said yester- 
day that the property-owners would not care 
to incur the liability of an injunction on which 
Appleton could recover im case the upper 
courts decided in his favor, and concluded 
that the question of Appleton’s good char- 
acter was a point to be decided at the discre- 
tion of the Mayor. The decent people of the 
locality, however, are of a different opinion, 
and say there will be no trouble about secur- 
ing a bond in any amount in order to enjoin 
the opening of a saloon or road-house among 
their homes and in the path of their children 
going to and returning from school.

A Frew Democratic Congressmen from the

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CROSS PURPOSES ABOUT THE WORLD’S 
FAIR SITE. 

At the meeting of the Council Monday 
evening an ordinance drafted by the Mayor 
and his Corporation Counsel was submitted. 
It provides for turning over to the World's 
Fair company, to be used for four years for 
a nominal rental, that portion of the Lake- 
Front south of Monroe street and westof the 
lilincis Central right of way. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Wharves and 
Grounds, which will hold a meeting tomor- 
row, which the directors will be invited to 
attend, to say what they want and what they 
would like to do. 

It is not astonishing that the ordinance 
was not acted on atonce. Not having been 
prepared by che directors, it certainly is a 
little indetinite. Thus it does not say what 
18 to become of the buildings on the Lake- 
Front when the Fair people surrender the 
ground, Several Aidermen were curious on 
this point, out could get no explanation. 
Doubtless Thursday’s conference will throw 
some light on thie subject. 

All that has been done by the Council thus 
far indicates that that body will have no 
dealings with the Illinois Central by which 
land enough can be had on the Lake-Fron: 
to make it serviceable for much more than a 
gateway to the Fair. The Aldermen prefer 
to wait the result of the pending lawsuit 
and to make no compromises whatever. 
Consequently the greater part of the Fair 
will be held at Jackson Park. 

Furthermore, it-is said that many of the 
country members of the Legislature will op- 
pose any bill which will empower the South 
Park Commissioners to spend five mullions 
or any other sum in filiing up the outer har- 
bor and making a park of it for Fair pur- 
poses. They are taking that position because 
uhey fear if the quantity of land on the Lake- 
Front is increased largely the agricultural 
part of the exhibit will be crowded off by 
itself at Jackson Park, or out on the prairie 
back of Garfiela Park. That they will not 
consent to, for they mean the farmers’ ex- 
hibit shall be something more than aside 
show. Without their consent no bill can get 


a two-thirds vote in the Legisiature. With- 


out two-thirds a bill would not go into force 
till next July. 

There are also South Side property-owners, 
who have subscribed little or nothing to the 
Fair, who are against being taxed for a park 
on the Lake-Front, which, when made, will 
also be a benefit to North and West Siders 
as well as South-Siders. Thus the position 
of the’ Council is strengthened by the atti- 
tude of the country members and some South 
Side taxpayers who want the Fuir, but are 
determined that it shall cost them nothing. 

On the other hand, the West Side Alder 
men have been notified by certain persons 
assuming to speak for the West Division 
that they must make the available Lake- 
Front acreage as large as possibie, so that 
no part of the Fair, or at best but an insig- 
nificamt portion, can go to Jackson Park, no 
matter what the farmers think about it. 
Certain persons living im tne Eleventh, 
Twelfth, and Thirteenth Wards, and profess- 
ing to represent the entire thirteen West 
Side wards, have made up their minds that 
the West Division will be injured in some 
way by a Jackson Park Fair—and the greater 
the Fair the greater the injury. 

In spite of the fact that the National Com- 
mission has decided to take Jackson Park for 
the main Fair and as much of the Lake-Front 
as is available, and although that was the 
unanimous recommendation of the directors 
representing the stockhoiders, these self- 
appointed representatives of the West Divis- 


10n say that those who have contributed 


nine-tenths of the money shall have nothing 
to say about the site except. as they direct. 
If this had been known when Congress 
passed the World's Fair bili it would nave 
been worded differently, and the National 
Commission dropped out as useless. 

If the Council does not fill up the outer 
harbor s0 that nearly all the Fair may be 
held on the\Lake-Froat certain persons are 
said to threaten to oppose and prevent the 
passage of any bill Gy the Legislature allow- 
ing the South Parks to be used for Fair pur- 
poses. In that case the directors would be un- 
‘able to turn over to the National Commission 
the Jackson Park site the latter has ac- 
cepted. That such conduct would meet with 
the approval of the West-Siders is impossi- 
bie to believe.

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“FORCE BILL” OF THE RIGHT KIND. 
1 close of the war there bas not 
been a political enactment relating to the 
South which has not been denounced by the 
Democratic party as violent and tyrannical 
in character. “Revolutionary, null, and 
void’ was the characterization which the 
Bourbons put on the beneficial and neces- 
sary legislation for the reconstruction of the 
States in rebellion and their restoration to 
their rightful piace in the Union. The con- 
stitutional emendments forever pronibiting 
slavery in the United States and affirming 
the doctrine of equal rights were denounced 
by the so-called Democracy throughout the 
country as subversive of the Constitu- 
tion. and destructive of liberty.

tne character of tne legislation by which the 
Republican party proposes to stop minority 
control in Congressional elections in we cot 
ton districts. 

The measure now pending in Congress is 
no more of a “force bill“ than any existing 
legisiation which effectively protects local 
elecuous in the States. Witnia three months 
leading Democrais have ostentatiously de- 
clared in favor of the Australian sysiem of 
voting, which differs from the ordinary 
metuod only in that it provides stronger bie- 
cautions against fraud, but the moment that 
or uny other scheme of reform is proposed 
for the South they cry out force bill.“ Pro- 
tessing’ to favor we forceful and rigorous 
Australian system for the Nortnera States, 
they protest against a change which can 
harm no bonest voter or citizen, but will 
permit the Federal Government to verily 
the count and ballot in the election of its 
own Officers. The system of Federal super- 
vision now provided by law was de- 
nounced by the Democrats as long 
as they could keep their tongues wagging 
and get anybody to listen to them. That did 
not last long, however, as peopie soon tired 
of the absurdity of such terms as “force 
bills” and mihtary rule“ applied to a 
measure which provided that a Federal Su- 
per visor appointed by the court snould 
watcno ballot-boxes to see they were not 
stuffed for Congressmen and keep a tally of 
the number of votes actually cast. It is now 
proposed to amend and strengthen this law 
by making tne supervision by Federal of- 
ficials so general and effective that 
false counting and ballot- box stuffing 
will be brought to an end in the 
South in the elecuon of members of Con- 
gress. Necessarily a measure that will ef- 
fect this purpose must have some force in it, 
just as there must be some vigor in a law 
against murder, hignway robbery, assault, 
slander, or other crime. A law withow any 
force in it isa nuliity and a dead letter. The 
force necessary to give effect to a law may be 
displayed in the penalties it provides for the 
wrong-doer orin the precautions it uses to 
prevent violation of its provisions. The 
L Rowell bill is of the latter character. 
and hence considerate and humane in spirit 
and not deserving of any such epithet as 
„force bill.” It is simply an honest elecuon 
bill. Proceeding on the theory that preven- 
tion is better than cure it does not seek to load 
Southern Democratic election swindlers with 
fines and penitentiary sentences, but to keep 
them out of troubie and in a situation where 
their consciences may be easy. They are to 
be cut off from the temptation and opportu- 
nity to corrupt the ballot-boxes in voting for 
Congressmen, and hence will have no penal- 
ties to suffer and no load of guilt on their 
minds.

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SALOONS AMONG THE DWELLING-HOUSES. 

Ald. O'Neill has introduced an ordinance 
limiting the power of the Mayor to grant 
saloon licenses by providing that he shall not 
let a tough“ plant a doggery in a residence 
neighborhood without the consent of two- 
thiras of the property-owners on the block. 
This ought to meet with the approval of 
every man who kaows the effect produced 
by the opening of such a shop in a purely 
residence section—how it pulis down the 
value of property forthwith; how it familiar- 
izes children with the sight of drunkenness 
and other forms of vice: how it brings loaf- 
ers, courtesans, and vagabonds into close con- 
tact with decent people. 

lt ought to meet with the approval of every 
saloonkeeper who does not want to keep a 
low-down, disreputable doggery. The decent 
men who are in the business ought to know 
that no family looks on the saloon with 
special favor, and that therefore it is wisdom 
on their part to do ail they can to make the 
business as unobjectionable as possible. They 
know that if they owned good residence 
property where they were living with their 
families, and any tough were to open a dram- 
shop next door, they would resent it bitterly. 
They should judge of the feeling of others by 
their own. Only a man with the instincts of 
the loafer would try to force himself in 
where he was not wanted, disgusting decent 
people and injuring children. 

The residents of the Soutn Side prefer 
that their boys and girls should go to school 
or visit one another without having to pass a 
“road-house” where men and disrgputable 
women are drinking and quarreling. These 
householders have no objection to Appleton's 
piantiig his shop on South Clark street, with 
a pawnbroker’s shop on one side and a junk 
shop on the other. They do not care bow 
many ruffians and courtesans patronize such 
agen, but they do object to his eibowing 
himself among them and opening out his 
„place“ in weir midst, and they do not see 
why he should want to do it except out of 
pure cussedness, 

Yet they probably will have to put up with 
him or sell out and leave the neighoorhood. 
The Mayor refused to grant bim a license, 
but, with extraordinary double-dealing, when 
Appleton brought suit to force tne issuing of 
a license Mr. Cregier made a defense which 
was no defense in law, but was practicaily 
equivalent to pieading guilty. Instead of in- 
structing his law officer to plead that in his 
judgment Appleton was not a man of such 
moral character as entitled him to a license 
there he told him to say that he had refused 
a license because some of the property-own- 
ers had asked him to—a reason which is un-

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AN OUTSPOKEN NEGRO HATER, 

Mr. A. B. Pickett, the editor of the Mem- 
phis Avalanche, temporarily stopping in this 
city, shows by the interview with him print- 
ed in the last issue of Taz Trisune chat be 
has the courage of his convictions, His pa- 
per always has been a radical, anti-negro, 
State-supremacy sheet. He comes from a 
part of Tennessee which is populated quite 
thickly with negroes. It is a fine cotton 
country round about Memphis, and in that 
section, as well as across the M.ssissippi in 
Arkansas, the negroes are numerous and 
are tue victims of white antipathy, though 
the whites subsist upon weir labor. II ie in 
the Memphis district that the worst frauds 
at the ballot-box in the State are perpetrated, 
and it was from this district that Col, Phelan 
succeeded in stealing a seat in Congress by 
methods which already have been exposed 
before the House Elections Committee. 

Mr. Pickett says: The negro is not a 
“white man with a black face. He is an in- 
“ ferior being, an infant. I find that the ape 
has his place in nature, and the baboon his, 
“and the negro his. The white man is re- 
“ sponsebie for all the progress that has been 
“made. The negro has never done any- 
‘*thing.™ He therefore takes the position 
that the South is not responsibie to the negro 
for its prosperity; that education will not 
solve the negro question; that giving them 
Lue franchise was an outrage; that disfran- 
chisement is the only soiution and tnat it is 
necessary as a matter of self-defense. Hence 
be isin favor of the proposition now pending 
in Mississippi for the Legislatures of the va- 
rious States to pass constitutional amend- 
ments disfranchising them by some method 
which will avoid collision with the suffrage 
amendments to the National Constitution. 

Mr. Pickett is a consistent advocate of the 
old South ideas with reference to the negro. 
He regards him as an inferior being, incava- 
bie of education, too lazy to work, and im- 
possible of furmer development. He does 
not recognize the icgic of the situation, 
which is, that whatever may be his inferior- 
ity he reflects the condituon of the whites 
about him. The negro is higbly imitative in 
h.s prociivities, and the white man is his ex- 
empiar. If the whites around him are lazy 
he will be lazy. If they sit around the cor- 
ner grocery whittling sticks and grumbling 
at tue times, be will sit ground and whittle 
and grumole. The uneducated negro copies 
the uneducated white man, and the 
educated negro closely follows. the edu- 
cated white man. In a word, the negro does 
what he sees the white man doing, and does 
it better or Worse, according to his natural 
aptitude. No one would be silly enough to 
contend that négroes in the North are in- 
capable of education, or that they are infe- 
rior beings of the kind Mr. Pickett describes. 
lf they are such in the South the whites’ ex- 
ample is alone to blame, and being to blame 
it is the white man’s duty to remove the ob- 
stacles which stand in the way of the ne- 
gro’s development. 

Mr. Pickett’s remedy is a courageous one 
and from some points of view is more manly 
than the ingenious subterfuges to which the 
Democratic politicians are resorting in 
many of the Southern States. He shows his 
colors and fights under them. He says: As 
far as the people of Tennessee are concerned 
they would cheerfully give up the number of 
Congressmen that would be required if the 
vote were reduced by disfranchisement.”

For this reason it is very 
doubtful whether the Southern Legislatures 
will ever ugree to any general scheme of dis- 
franchisement and corresponding loss of rep- 
resentation When it comes to the question 
of losing 30 Electoral votes and 30. members 
of Congress that section will not be slow in 
rejecting disfranchisement on Mr. Pickett’s 
plan. Its present disgraceful and illegal 
methods are altogether too profitabie to al- 
low of its making such a voluntary sacrifice 
of political power merely to gratify its an- 
tipathy against the negro.

EXPORT DUTIZS ON SUGAR. 

The McKinley Tariff bill, after taking off 
the duties on raw sugars, provides that if an 
export duty shall ‘‘hereafter be laid upon 
sugar or molasses by any country whence 
the sameis imported the duty shall be reim- 
posed so far as those imports are concerned. 
The natural interpretation of this would be 
that if any country not now imposing export 
duties on sugar should impose them after the 
remission of the duty by the United States, 
then certain results should follow. But 
there are sugar-growing countries of whose 
products the United States is a large pur- 
chaser which already levy export duties on 
raw sugdrs. Would this proviso apply to 
them? It can be construed either way, and 
therefore should be a little more de flo ite. 

During the fiscai year 1888-89 this country 
imported $70,000,000 worth of raw sugar. Ot 
this $14,000,000 worth came from the British 
West India Islands, chiefly Barbados, 
Trinidad, and Jamaica, and from British 
Guiana. The United States was their best 
customer. Let all these levy export duties 
on sugar, ana also import duties, often 
heavy, on American breadstuffs and pro- 
visions. While the British Government ad- 
heres to a free-trade policy it lets its colonies 
do much as they please, and the result is its 
West India Islanas have tariffs which bear 
down Lard on the necessaries of life. 

If this country is to take the duties off raw 
sugars these colonies should reciprocate. 
They should drop their export duties and 
also open their markets to the flour and pork 
products of the American farmer. While the 
total value of the articles imported to the 
United States from the British West Inaia 
Islands and British Guiana was $20,000,000 
they took but ten milion dollars’ worth of 
American products. A removal of the duties 
on provisions and breadstuffs should add 
largely to American exports to these British 
colonies. : g

This action was regarded generaily as in- 
tended to prevent any action on the tariff 
question until tne demands of the free coin- 
age Senators were satisfied. The movement 
of the six Republican Senators who codper- 
uted with the Democrats to secure a free 
silver bill the right of way over all tariff 
measures eminentiy was successful and 
the result a triumph for the champions 
of unlimited coinage, The measure as it 
now stands makes it compulsory on the 
Secretary of the Treasury to buy bullion to 
the amount of 4,500,000 ounces per mouth at 
the market rate, although not to exceed 81 
for 871.25 grains of pure silver—the amount 
in the standard dollar. The intent plainiy is 
to make the Treasury the forced purchaser 
at a rate not exveeding par of all the silver 
that can be turned out of the mines in this 
country, and it would seem that the mine- 
owners ought to be able to sell their output 
to the Government at un advance of from 20 
to 80 per cent on what they have been get- 
ting. The adoptiFCn of the bill must certain- 
ly cause an advance in the price of silver. 
The builion value of a silver dollar is now 
80 cents. Practicaily the measure is one of 
free coinage so far as the output of Amer- 
ican mines is concerned, 

In payment for builion the Secretary of 
the Treasury is to issue notes which are to 
be redeemabie in coin and be a legai tender 


for all debts public and private, except 


where otherwise stipulated, and neceivabie 
for customs, taxes, and public dues. These 
provisions are depended upon to prevent the 
operation of the economic law by which a 
depreciated money displaces and drives out 
a better. The builion redemption feature of 
the original bill is entireiy discarded. This 
was the provision on which Secretary Win- 
dom laid great stress and which was strongly 
desired by the Administration. An adai- 
tonal inflation is provided oy the abolition 
of the special. reserve funds for the redemp- 
tion of National bank notes. The bili pro- 
vides that redemptions shall be made here- 
ufver fromme general cash in the Treasury, 
and all money advanced by tne banks for 
redeeming mne ir notes is to be covered into 
the Treasury as a miscellaneous receipt. 
Four and a half million ounces of silver 
a month will add about 60 millions a year to 
the silver notes in circulation. The cash 
held in the Treasury for bank-note purposes 
is about 50 millions of dollars, which will ai 
once be paid out for pensions and purchase of 
bonds. With such a large addition to the 
circulating medium Congress ougut to pro- 
vide for the complete retirement of the Na- 
tional bank notes, save such nominal amounts 
as may be needed to preserve the legal status 
of these banks.

EFFECT OF THE WEATHER ON CROPS, 


Reports from Southern Lilinols on the Corn 
Crop. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il., July 8.—[Special. |—Secre 
tary Garrard of the Department of Agricult- 
ure is authority for tne statement that the 
precipitation for the iast thirty days in 
Southern and Central Illinois has been far 
below the average for this season of tne year, 
and the temperature has been corresponding- 
ly excessive for the same period. The effect 
on the corn crop has not as yet been damag- 
ing to any extent worth menwoning. Owing 
to the fact that the crop as aruleisina 
much better state of cultivation than usual 
for the first week in July, although tne 
growth is not quite up to the average for this 
date; the damage is confined entirely to 
upiands where the soil is thin. On the bot- 
tom lands along the Mississippi and Wabash 
the prospectis fully up to the uverage, and if 
the rain that fell throughout Centrat Illinois 
today were general there is no danger of the 
— aren suffering further from drought dur- 

uly. 

Duquoin, III., July 8.—[Special.]—A gen- 
erai rain visited this section today, and 
tarmers are jubilant over tne prospect for at 
least part of a crop of corn. 

Des Mornss, la., July 8.—[Special.]—* The 
Iowa corn crop is all richt.“ said Secretary 
John R. Shaffer of the State Agriculturai So- 
ciety to Tue TRIBUNE correspondent this 
evening, although our correspondents re- 
port a slight drougat over a large 3 of 
tne State, probably three-fourths of tne total 
area. It is m no place severe enough to 
thréaten the crop and the general 
condition is considerably above the 
average. The loss due to washouts 
eariy in the season in some localities is more 
than counter balanced by the excellent stand 
and conditions reported elsewhere. The hot 
Winds of the last three days curled the corn 
leaves somewhutin Central lowa. No re- 
ports from other sections have been received, 
but the generous shower of this morning re- 
moved all immediate danger. The present 
prospect is for an aggregate yield above the 
average.“ 

The subdirector of the Iowa Crop service 
corroborates Mr. Shaffer’s statements, al- 
though it is too early in the week to receive 
any number of reports trom observers. 

Lee la., July 8.— [Special. I— All 
reports indicate that Marshall County’s crops 
of corn, oats, and bay will be large and fine 
this season. The implement dealers, who 
are just now in a busy period of their work, 
say the crops will de good—more than an or- 
ainary yield. The oats crop will equal any 
harvested for years: Corn has been fairly 
jumping out of the ground for the last two 
weeks, and a shower this morning dida 
vast amount of good. The hay crop is also 
excellent. There is but a small acreage of 
wheat, but the yield will be fair.

There was much outspoken talk at the con- 
ference yesterday afternoon at the Palmer 
House between the Woman’s Alliance and 
the Judges of the Superior and Circuit 
Courts. The women were much in earnest 
in their account of what they had seen of 
the administration of justice in the police 
courts and in their denunciation of the 
treatment of unfortunate women. The re- 
marks of the Judges were equally frank. 

mmittee reported in substance that 
visited the Des- 
plaines Street Stawuon. Matron Stewart was 
on duty, but she was verv guarded in her 
answers to questions. During their visit 
there were nine women brought in under ar- 
rest, with some of whom tney talked. Une 
Was a young girl 19 yvars old arrested on the 
street. She was crying bitteriy anu denied 
that she had been doing as charged, ciaim- 
ing that she was returning from her work in 
a restaurant when the officer in citizea’s 
clothes arrested her. The only reason for 
her arrest was that she had formerly led a 
baa ony Fae had deen making an earnest en- 
dea vor to get out of it and to earn an honest 
living at respectable employment. A protes- 
sional bailer and court hanger-on demanded 
$3 of her for carrying notes to friends. 
During the month of March there were 102 
women prisoners and forty-five children 
under 15 years of age. During dhe month of 
April mere were 238 women and about fifty 


children, 

On the night of 24 the committee 
visited the new Maxwell Street Police Sta- 
tion and found Matron Murphy on auty. 
They found it to be in ine worst condition of 
any station v.sited. fhe cells were damp, 
foul smeli:mg, and poorly lighted, and chere 
is no provision made in the way of ceils tor 
witnesses. There were two little girls aged 
15 and 16 years confined here as witnesses 
for seven duys. One case noted was that of 
a young girl who wus locged up for over 
thirty-six hours without being charged with 
any crime and then suddeaiy discharged 
without any explanation. 

Arresied Withoot Cause. 

Another case was tliat of a woman who 
had never beiore been arrested. When put 
on the Wagon the officer talked to her in the 
most filthy language. This woman was taken 
to the stauon and had the usual interview 
with the professional bailer, and he per- 
suaded her to engage a shyster lawyer who 
fleece’ her out of some more money. In tue 
morning the Judge was generous enough to 
discharge her for doing nothing ana ata 
cost to her of between $5 to $10. 

Ine se cases were cited by the committee with 
a view to calling attention to the pernicious 
System of fining unfortunate women for 
revenue only.” These women are arrested 
ia droves aad fined so that the bailer is sure 
of his fees, the shyster of his and even me 
Judge receives tis small fee for signing the 
bond. Alter all the trouble of arrest and 
fleecing t+ city usually gets about 51. 

In one of the city police courts a few morn- 
ings ago there were arraigned fourteen wom- 
en. They were arrested the previous night in 
separate groups and upon separate charges 
and according to the law were certainly en- 
titied to separate hearings, but the officers 
rouuded up the whole fourteen in the euclos- 
ure, like so many cattle. Wien the Judge 
was ready to proceed one of the professional 
bailers said: Tour honor, as this is a holi- 
day, I suggest that these girls be let off upon 
the payment of the costs.” iue Judge 
promptiy acted upon this decision. 
taxpayers had paid all the expenses 
for we arrest and trial of these 
women, but the ba ler and Judge were quite 
willing to leave the small portion that should 

o to the city off, because it was a holiday. 

u strong contrast to ine above cases is ite 
next one wherein aa officer stopped a respect- 
able married couple on the street and told 
the woman to come with him to the station. 
The husband protested and told the officer 
that he was making a mistake, that the 
woman was his wite. The answer was au 
insult vo the woman and the placing both ot 
them under arrest. They were taken to the 
station and booked under the ever 
ready charge of disorderiy, -which covers 
every case where tne offi makes a mis- 
take. After being locked up‘over night the 
Judge fined them both and afterward ad- 
mitted the officer’s mistake. Another case 
of passi interest is that of a woman 
charged with street-walking. She was an 
old offender ana was arrested so frequently 
that she was compelled to.continue we life 
to keep up witb her fines.

Judge Altgeid of the Superior Court was 
even more emphatic in his address to the al- 
liance.

I know 
that they could be made even stronger. In 
one year there were over 50,000 arrests made 
in this city, and of this number only 2.000 
were Ciarged with any criminal offense. Ten 
thousand were sent to the brideweil for non- 
payment of fines. There is no chance for a 
fair trial in this system for those young 
women whom I have seen arrested most 
brutally and with no evidence of doing 
wrong. For a number of years there has 
been a brutality at headquarters which has 
worked its way down turougu the entire 
force, until brutally unnecessary arrests are 
supposed to be the standard of an officer’s 
worth.”’ 

He advised them to let the public know the 
result of their investigations and not to hesi- 
tate to mention the names of those who are 
to blame. Judge Shepard spoke of a remedy 
through the appointment of Justicés by the 
Judges, and said that the latter would act 
with candor and fairness upon All reports 
made to them by the alliance.

THE OOUNCIL AND THE FAIR, 


Mr. Aldis and Mr. Bryan on Monday's Ac- 
tion of the Aldermen. 

Speaking of the action of the Council and 
of other Fair questions Owen F. Aidis said 
yesterday: 

I don’t think there exists a man in this 
city that would so belittie himself as to try for a 
moment to prevent the issuance of the neces- 
sary bonds. He would become a nuisance to 
bimself and everybody else. Inhabitants of 
every city in the world would shun him. It is 
true that some of the Alaermen acted as if they 
thought it their duty to throw every obstacle pos- 
sible in the path of this grand project. Some of 
them, no doubt, are soreheads. They cried: 
“How much of the Lake-Front Park are you go- 
ing to use!“ How can we teil that now? A 
meeting of the directors must first be called to 
definitely decide this and many other questions. 
Why the Council did not act with more etiquet 
Ieannot tell. We certainly have shown them 
every courtesy by making Mayor Cregier, 
who acts as head of the Council, the 
Chutrman of our committes. He will not say 
that the directors have not used all discretion 
and caution in this matter of freeing the site 
question of all its barrnacie-like litigation prob- 
tems. I did think, and am of the same opin on, 
that the Lake-Front was the ideal site for the 
Fair, and, with Mr. Pike, made important agree- 
ments with the Lilinois Central directors. e0- 
ple who cluim to know a great deal say that 
the whole Fair cannot be located entirely upon 
the Lake-Front. Very well. Let us have as 
much of it as possible. Matters must be expe- 
ditea, as the plans for all tne buildings must be 
ready for the next meeting of the National Com- 
mission in October. This much every person who 
knows anytoing about buidings freeiy admits, 
If the Lake-Front matter cannot be amicably 
adjusted by the Oouncil we must fall back on 
Jackson Park.

As yet no direct steps 
have been taken in the matter, excepting 
that Mr. Fish has given publicity to his 
scheme. He said lastevening to a TRIBUNE 
reporter: 

I have been eo. for a year or 80 
that the service of the Illinois Ceutral road 
would be improved and tae profits would be 
larger if the employés were stecknolders, 
Towards this end I have done nothing as ye 
and perhaps I will not for some time, but 
think a proposiuon like this would be of 
mutual advantage: The company will assist 
agy of its officers or empioyés to buy one 
stiare of stock at a time atthe market price; 
the purchaser to pay for his shares in sums 
of $5 or multiples thereof. On the sums paid 
interest is to be credited at the rate of 4 per 
cent; and when the sum at the credit of any 
purchaser amounts to the sum at which the 
stock was bought he shall receive a certii- 
cate for his share of stock. Then the pur- 
chase of another share can be begun. 

„At any time, though, the purchaser may 
have his contract canceled and his money 
returped with interest. Thus the company 
assumes the entire risk of a fall in the price 
of the stock and the expense of ee the 
work. The capital for builaing the Illinois 
Central was obtained mostly in England and 
Holl and, and there was not over $6,000,000 
held in the United States.

Siders— Important Action to Be Taken 
Today—Anxious Aldermen Will Receive 
Answers to Their Questions Concerning 
the Lake-Front Scheme. 


The Board of Directors of the World’s Co- 
lumbran Exposition will meet this afternoon 
at3o’clock. Two matters of great impor- 
tance will come before it. 

Tne action of the Council will be consid- 
ered and the directors will discuss the mat- 
ter of their future course regarding the 
Lake-Front. This isa most important ques- 
uon, but it does not begin to compare in im- 
portance with the action the Legislature is 
expected to take. lue Fair can be held at 
Jackson Park if the ordinance now before 
the Council be not passed; it cannot be held 
on either end of the dual site if the Legisla- 
ture should not agree. 

Consequently the most important docu- 
ment to be passed on by the board today is 
the bill to be presented to the Legislature 
on behalf of the World’s Fair organization. 
Edwin Walker and John N. Jewett put in 
yesterday afternoon finishing up the bill, but 
neither would give any definite outiine of it 
previous to its submission to the entire 
board. It is known, however, that it covers 
all matters pertaining to the Lake-Front s0 
thatif passed filling can begin at once so far 
as the State is concerned. 

The bill also gives the Park Commissioners 
power to tender such park or packs as may be 
asked for in connection with the Fair. It is 
probabie that this is made to include all 
parks, although in view ot the site decided 
on it may reter only to Jackson Park and the 
Lake-Front, should the latter pass to the con- 
trol of the South Park Commissioners. 

The plan to give the city permission to 
issue $5,000,000 of bonds is, of course, also 
looked after. The entire bil! is drafted with 
a view to meeting all objections. 

Yet objections are expected. 

“No bill could be drafted that would not 
bring out some,” said one of the directors, 
88 we want to please every one so far as 
is possible. The bili will be published early 
sO that it can be studied. Suggestions may 
be made and acted on. Wewish to give 
legislators and others time to consider it.“ 

The bill is expected to be before the Cook 
County legislators Thursday morning. Sev- 
eral have asked for it already and some com- 
— have been made on account of the de- 

ay in preparing it. Senator Campbell, 
Representative Myer, and others called on 
Vice-President Bryan yesterday to complain 
of this, but expressed themselves satisfied 
when it was learned that the bill would be 
given them iu a day or two. 

Have Not Declared War. 

„We can’t tell how we'll vote until we see 
it,“ said one. 

Aud that,” said Mr. Bryan, is the near- 
est approach to a threat to defeat the bill. I 
have heard nothing of any West Side repre- 
sentatives having any such intentions. They 
have intimated nothing of that sort here.“ 

As a matter of fact there have been no 
such threats made except perhaps by irre- 
sponsible individuals, although reports to the 
contrary have been circulated. One rumor 
is that the West Side objects to the $5,000,000 
tax; that it does not wish to pay its share un- 
less the Fair, or at least a portion of it, is to 
be iocated on the West Side. 

But,“ said a director, I have yet to see 
any man of prominence or influence quoted 
as expressing any such views. There may 
oe a few West-Siders who are so disappoint- 


ed that they wish to fight the bill, but the 


idea is too selfish and too antagonistic to the 
interests of the city as a whole to find many 
supporters.“ 

A report that Edwin Walker, Chairman of 
the Committee on Legislation, had been hav- 
ing a great deal of trouble with West Side 
representatives was absolutely denied. 
Charles Pardridge called on him Monday, ana 
that seems to be the foundation of the re- 
port. Mr. Pardridge suggested that the Cook 
County representatives be calied together be- 
fore the meeting of the Legislature and Mr. 
Walker thought the idea a good one. That 
was the extent of the “conference and 
threats and trouble.“ 

„dave heard no threats at all,“ said Ed- 
win Walker, “and I wish you would say 
from me that there is periect harmony so far 
as I know. I did have a conference with 
some of the West Side people just before the 
site was passed on by the commission. They 
were then working for the West Side, but 
alter the matter was settled they gave me to 
understand they would work for che city as 
a whole.

To Discuss the Billi. 


The bill will be submitted to the Board of 
Directors today, and if no important.changes 
be made it will be printed and an invitation 
issued to Cook County and other legislators 
to meet in the directors’ room some day in 
the immediate future to discuss the measure 
and suggest such changes as may be deemed 
advisabie. The idea is that thd Cook County 
delegation shall go down as a unit in favor of 
the bill. In that case all the lobbyists that a 
few disgruntled West-Siders can employ can 
do it no harm. 

It is pretty essential that it should be prac- 
tically unanimous, too, for the country mem- 
bers will be guided largely by the attitude of 
the Cook County members. 

State Senator James R. Campbell, from the 
southern part of the State, said yesterday 
that the action of the Legislature would de- 
pend largely on the stand taken by Cook’s 
representatives. If they presented a united 
front it was quite probable they would be 
supported as far as was consistent with the 
best interests of the rest of the State. Out- 
side members felt that if the Exposition 
should redound to the financial benefit of 
Cook County it would affect taxes through- 
out the State in the way of reduction. 

But, on the other hand, he said, while the 
Senators and members of the House from his 
region were thoroughly conversant with the 
situation and the measures to be proposed at 
the special session, the majority of their con- 
stituents continued to labor under the mis- 
apprehension that the whole State would be 
taxed by the issuing of the bonds by the City 
of Chicago.

UNDERSIRARLE IMMIGRANTS. 


A Plan by Which They Will Be Kept Out 
of the Country. 

New Yors, July 8.—\|Special.}—At last 
the pian which has been repeatedly urged to 
keep out undesirable immigrants and to pro- 
tect this country more thoroughly against 
the invasion of gontagious disease is 
to be adopted. Dr. Hamilton, United States 
Surgeon-General, will sail for Europe on the 
16th inst. for the purpose of establishing 
physicians at every port in Europe from 
which immigrants embark to this country in 
connecuon with the United States Marine 
Hospital service, 

The physicians will, in every case, work 
under the supervision of the United States 
Consul at the port where they are stationed. 
It will be the duty of these doctors to ex- 
amine emigrants intending to sail for this 
port and to prevent the embarkation of the 

reat army of the lame, the halt, ana the 

lind people who for years have been pour- 
ing into this country, only to fill up the 
country and State pauper institutions. 

Particular attention will be given to reject 
ing people suffering from contagious dis- 
eases and ail complaints of a scrofulous nat- 
ure. The plan proposea has been success- 
fully carried out in connection with the Ma- 
rine Hospital service in West Indian and 
South American ports, and the effect 
of this protection to the United 
States in the exclusion of contagious 
‘diseases is considered inestimable oy the 
members of the service. Thus, while yellow 
fever is raging at Santos and Rio Janeiro, 
Brazil, there is little danger of its getting 
into New York, even in the summer season. 
in connecuon with this work the European 
Consuls are expected also to make examina- 
tions, particularly with regard to criminal 
cases.

Between Tuscola and Arcola—An Aver- 
age of Forty-two Miles an Hour Between 
Chicage and Cairo—How a Connection 
Was Missed. | 

New Oxrzans, La, July 8.—[Special.j— 
The first fast mail train on the Illinois Cen- 
tral road shot out of Chicago Monday morn- 
ing just as the dawn was beginning to spread 
| Over the lake. At 8:58 o’clock this morning 
it ran through a bliading rain-storm into the 
City of New Orleans, having made the trip 
of 913 miles in less then thirty houre—a gain 
of six hours over the fastest recorded time. 

The train left me Randolph street sub- 
urban station at 5:15 a. m., loaded down with 
the Chieago papers. Engineer Ed Barker, a 
quiet, studious-looking man, who is called 
the fastest runner on the road, sat in the cab 
alongside Master Mechanic Ritter. Ia the 
new mail car were Capt. James E. White, 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service; 
J. J. Armstrong, chief clerk of the Chi- 
cago and Cairo railway postoffice; General 
Northern Passenger Agent Bowes of the 
llliaois Central, and the clerks and trainmen. 

The train was made up for light working 
service. It consisted only of a mail car, a 
baggage car, and a coach, and the solid little 
engine pulled it with so slight an effort that 
the coach on the end seemed in the air half 
the time when the great run of sixty-two 
miles an hour was made between Tuscola 
and Arcola. An average of forty-two miles 
an hour was made between Chicago anc 
Cairo, and the perspiring people who have 
lived in Egypt tor decades and have never 
seen anything go faster than a quarter-mile 
pacing borse stood before their doors and 
gaped at the white fog of dust that shot past 
them in the fiery summer sunlight.

A Connection Migsed. 

At Odin a connection was to nave been 
made with the Ohio and Mississippi, but it 
missed through the fault of the Ohio and 
Mississippi train people. The fast mail came 
tearing into Odin on good time, at 10:08, just 
as the yeliow carsef the Ohio and Mussis- 
sippi were slipping out of the station. It 
was an unfortunate error, for Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Vincennes, New Albany, Jeffer- 
sonvilie, and other important points 
are dependent on the connection.

They bad been working on their teet ever 
since the train left Chicago, and sorted 
and thrown out over a ton of mail matter. 

This run was not duplicated anywhere on 
the line, but the gallop from Tamaroa to Du- 
quoin was done in fast time. Just 
south of Centralia the engine gave out, 
and although tne fireman.. poured 
into tne furnace until he lay back exhausted 
against the side of the cab enough steam

Chairman Aldace F. Walker, together wi 
several attorneys of Western railroads, 
peared before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission at Washington yesterday and 
arguments against the prop- 
osition of the commission to reduce the rate 


on corn and oats from the Missouri River to 
_ Chicago wo 17 cents, and to the Mississippi 


River to 12 cents, the commission claiming 
that the existing rates—20 cents to Chicago 


and 15 cents to the Mississippi River—are ex- 


cessive. 

Chairman Walker’s argument has been 
printed in pamphlet form. He takes the 
ground that tne ideas of the commission put 
into effect woula produce the lolo re- 


sults: 

An immediate reduction of more than 10 per 
cent in the present emergency tariff rates on 
corn from the States of Kansas and Nebraska to 
Mississippi fiver points, and of nearly 10 per 
cent in e rates to Chicago. 

A reduction of more than 2 per cent in the 
—— on oats, rye, and barley from the same 

tates. 

A reduction even larger than the latter in the 
rate on wheat from the same States to the same 
points, amounting to nearly 30 per cent, from all 
points in Kansas and Nebraska. 

A materiai reduction in the rates on all kinds 
of grain and mill products from all points in 
Kansas to all points in the State of Texas. 

Reductions of about 15 per cent in rates on 
ron wheat from the Mis- 
souri River and points in Iowa to Chicago and 
Mississippi River points. 

‘Material reductions in all grain rates from 
South Dakota. North Dakota, and Minnesota. 

The estabiishment of the proposed rates as 
permanent maximum rates, without regard to 
‘possibie future conditions. 

The establishment of an arbitrary rule under 
which oats, rye, and bariey shall always receive 
the same rates as corn, and the rate upon wheat 
and its products shall "pe but 15 per cent higher. 
Fach of the foregoing propositions, Mr. 
‘Walker says, if put m effect would largely 
reduce the earnings of the railroad com- 
panies engaged in the transportation of the 
products named. Taken together the loss 
‘would be simply enormous. The proposed 
order in every part relates to the rights of 
citizens, he says, and acds that it should be 
unneceseary to call aten uon to the fact that 
under this Constitutional Government no 
citizen can be deprived of property without 
due process of law. The status of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission under the Con- 
its duties 
he considers quasi-judicial, although in some 
respects the nature of its functions he re- 
gards as purely administrative. Any de- 
parture by it from the methods prescribed 
and warranted by the Congressional act, he 
thinks, would lead to confusion and ulti- 
mately involve the Congressional attempt to 
regulate inter-State commerce in disorder 
and dispute. He disputes the right of the

Dumping-Ground for Garbage. 

Omrcado, July 8. — [Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Anent your editorial in re garbage I am glad you 
are exposing the dilatory methods of the Board 
of Heaith. In addition to the negligence of the 
city there is also trouble with private contract- 
ors. The depositing grounds for garbage are too 
tar out Hitherto garbage could be dumped at 
Sixteenth street and tbe lake to make land, but 
decayed vegetables and dead animals do not 
make healthy lana, even if covered with ashes, 
and if the city authorities had known their bust 
ness they would-never have allowed this. Some 
central station for the dumping of garbage ought 
to be erected in the city by the Counci—a sort of 
garbege elevator—where the teams could drive 
up in, and then the garbage could be sent down 
a chute to the railroad cars below, This ele- 
vator could be built adjacent to railroad tracks, 
and thence the garbage could be taken away by 
train. The city could do something if there were 
any energy in the officials. The officeholders 
take our taxes and render no service. Perhaps

WISCONSIN CATHOLIC ENIGHTS.
